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The man who shot two law en- 
forcement officers at a rest area Near 
Frederic was sentenced in 46th Circuit 
Court on Tuesday, Dec. 5. 

Joseph Bonacho Lira, 33, was sen- 
tenced to serve the maximum penalty 
for three counts of assault with at- 
tempt to murder. Lira will serve three 
concurrent life sentences inthe Michi- 
gan Department of Corrections for the 
Sept. 14 shooting of Michigan State 
Police Trooper Ronald Croskey and 
Crawford County Sheriff Deputy Paul 
Smith, 

Lira has been diagnosed with Ac- 
quired Immune Deficiency Syndrome 
(AIDS), according to a source at cir- 
cuitcourt. Itis unlikely he willsurvive 
long enough to be eligible for parole. 

Deputy Smith is now back to work, 
but Trooper Croskey is still recover- 
ing. 


The near-fatal incident began witha 
report of two vans driving away from 
a gas station without paying for the 
gas. Trooper Croskey located the ve- 
hicles at a rest area on southbound I- 
75 near Frederic. Crawford County 
Sheriff deputies Smith and Conrad 
Niederhouse arrived as backup. 


it gueny Lira to serve three 
life sentences 


The officers had obtained identifi- 
cation from the four suspects, two 
men and two women, and were check- 
ing vehicle registrations when the 
officers were notified that the vehicles 
were stolen. 

At that point, Lira opened fire with 
a handgun. His first shot hit Deputy 
Smith in the chest, He then shot 
Trooper Croskey, who was sitting in 
his car. All three officers returned fire. 
Deputy Neiderhouse was uninjured 
although he and Lira exchanged gun- 
fire at a distance of five feet or less. 
Lira was hit several times. 

After the shootout, the officers were 
able to take Lira into custody. The 
other three suspects tried to flee the 
scene, but were detained by officers, 

Linda Bertrand,40, one of the fe- 
male suspects involved was also sen- 
tenced on Tuesday, Dec. 5, in the 46th 
Circuit Court. Bertrand was sentenced 
from 13 to 60 months in the Michigan 
Departmentof Corrections, with credit 
for 83 days previously served, for 
carrying a concealed weapon. 

Bertrand's son, Adam Jackson, and 
a 16-year-old female are awaiting sen- 

tencing on charges stemming from the

As we headed to the garage where 
the trucks were parked, Andie ex- 
plained we were to clean up the siate 
highway north of Grayling and then 
go to the Frederic area later in the day. 

Weclimbed into the truck and waited 
in line for the front loader to fill the 
back end with salt. The truck jerked 
and moved slowly out onto the road. 
On the way out of town, Neilson used 
the blade to clear some snow along the 
business loop. We headed south on I- 
75 to the first turn around. We then 
headed north to the county line 17 
miles away. 

The trip went pretty slow, but was 
about the fastest the truck wentall day. 
Neilson drove 35 to 40 mph as he 
cleared the sides of the road where the 
snow had blown. The lanes them- 
selves were pretty clean thanks to the 
night shift.

Question: What can I do to limit 
the amount of damage to plants 
around my house during an ice 
storm? 

Answer: When an ice storm coats 
our plants with ice, there’s not much 
youcan do except hope it melts before 
significant damage occurs, Propping 
up ice-laden branches usually just 
results in breakage at the point where 
the branches rest on the prop. Some 
urees are more susceptible than others 
to damage froma heavy load of ice, so 


one way to reduce the likelihood of 


damage is to avoid planung those ures. 
Zelkova, Siberianelm, Americanelm, 
silver maple, birch, willow and poplar 
are generally hardest hit by ice storms. 
These trees are usually weak- wooded 
trees with sharp, V-shaped crotwhes 
that tend to split when a wee breaks 
under the weightofa load of ice. Oaks, 
lindens and hard maples are generally 
sturdier,

The State of Michigan reimburses 
the road commission for the salary and 
overlime spent on the state trunkline, 
but the county overtime comes from 
the budget.

“You ought to be out here on a 
Friday night when there is bumper to 
bumper traffic and trying to get 
around,” invited Neilson. “Sometimes 
I think a semi is going to take the 
mirror off, It all works out.” 

Neilson didn’t spread any salt as we 
headed north, explaining that it was 
too cold for the salt to do any good. 
Also the roads were clear and it would 
just blow off as soon as he put it down. 

“The warmer it is, the better the salt 
works,” he said. The ride in the county 
tuck wasn't an ideal spot for taking 
notes. My handwriting is barely leg- 
ible as [ try to record what was hap- 
pening. For the first hour and a half, J 
couldn't even sce what I was writing. 

Neilson explains that normally he 
drives with his window down about 
four or five inches. This helps keep 
the windows from frosting up. Out of 
consideration for me, he keeps the 
window up for the first couple of hours. 
Later, after the sun goes up, his win- 
dow gradually opens more and more. 
I'm glad I wore my longjohns. 

Weclear the rest areaon south bound 
I-75, north of Grayling. It takes sev- 
cral passes and about a half hour to 
clear the rest arca, which has about 
four inches of snow. The tuck moves 
slowly as Neilson backs out onto the 
highway and a vehicle uavelling 70 
mph heads foe my door like it has a big 
bulls-cye on it. Neilson gets the tuck 
out of the way with plenty of ume to 
spare. 

“You really use your mutors,” said 
Neilson. “I wry to back up as little as 
possible.” The truck is equipped with 
heated mirrors to prevent them from 
icing up. 

As we travel over bridges, Netlson 
spreads some salt. The bridges are the 
first place that ice will start to form. 

We cleared exit ramps, doth north 
and south, spreading some salton the 
Intersecuon, 

When it finally became light cnough, 
I could see the controls for the blade, 


We were going to Frederic to help 
clear some of the local roads. We went 
to North Roberts Road, Mount Frederic 
Road, Kolka Creek Road, Cameron 
Bridge Road, Deward Road and more. 
We were stuck three times, but were 
able to get out with the help of some 
salt and a little shoveling. No, I didn’t 
pick up a shovel, While Neilson is 
busy shovcting, I hear another driver 
Call for help over the radio. He’s stuck 
and needs another truck to pull him 
out. 

Because the ground isn’t frozen yet, 
a lot of trucks are getting stuck. Last 
weckend, three trucks were stuck in 
three different areas. Other drivers 
had to leave the area they were plow- 
ing to go extract the stuck trucks. 

“A lot of people don’t think we get 
stuck, but we do,” said Leslie. “You 
get one truck stuck and you lose a lot 
of time.” 

Neilson drove the truck on the edge 
of streams and inches away from some 
pretty deep ditches and guard rails, 
My view from the “suicide seat” isn't 
very comforting as I look straight down 
into water. One wrong move and the 
truck would be in it. 

Watching the snow fly as we plow 
the edge of the road, I'm surprised to 
sce a train coming. If 1 had been 
driving { probably would have hit it. 
The county truck drivers need cyes in 
the back of their heads. 

Twenty minutes after we cleared 
MountFrederic Road, we're told there 
was a complaint about ‘‘a nest” at the 
stop sign. We go back and check. The 
road looks clean, but there is a litde 
drifting where snowmobiles have 
carried snow Oul Into the intersection, 
We clean it up. 

Atumes, we have to slow down to 
10 or 15 mph two avoid a compiete 
white out caused by snow flying over 
the top of the plow. Neilson’s window 
is down all the way now in ancffort to 
keep the windows clear of frost. The 
plow has caused my window Lo ice up, 
making the rear view murror unusabie. 


Atone point, Neilson climbs on top of 
the hood of the truck to knock ice and 
snow from the windshield wipers. 

Jumping down from the truck, my 
feet slip out from beneath me. I didn't 
fall though because of the door handles. 
Climbing back into the truck after the 
plow has been on it, I notice the steps 
and even the door handle are jam 
packed with snow. 

At 2 p.m., we head back to the road 
commission. We've plowed roads 
that I didn’t cven know existed. Some 
were pretly clear, others were unpass- 
able, unless you had 4-wheel drive, 
before we went through. 

The storm hit Friday nightandcrews 
worked on the roads until 1:30 a.m. 
Sunday nighthad the worst conditions 
with blowing snow and drifting a big 
problem for the crews. 

Monday morning Pratt said, “I didn’t 
spend too much time at home this 
weekend. It was so cold we didn’t use 
much salt because it doesn't work well 
when the temperature is less than 15 
degrees.” 

Sunday night Pratt had six crews 
keeping the state trunk line clear. The 
big prionties are I-75 north and south, 
M-72 east and west, and M-93 north 
and south. He had up to four crews 
keeping I-75 clear, the second time he 
has had that many working the inter- 
State this year. 

“I don’t ever remember this much 
snow this ¢arly,” said Leslie. 

“We used almost twice as much salt 
than what we used last year at this 
ume,” said Pratt. During November 
and December to date, the road com- 
mission used 2,344 tons of salt on the 
state trunkline and 893 tons of salt on 
the county roads. 

Drifting was a big problem dunng 
the weekend, especially with Sher- 
man Road, Roberts Road, M-93, 
County Road 612, Flooter Road and 
the enure Maple Forest area. These 
roads were cleared on Saturday and 
Sunday. Many of the roads were 
plugged shut when the road commis- 
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sion trucks arrived, 

Crews from the road commission 
have worked overtime Saturday, Sun- 
day, Monday and Tuesday. Working 
overtime is done strictly on a volun- 
teer basis, 

“We had an excellent response all 
through deer season,” saidJim Briney, 
managing director of the road com- 
mission, talking about drivers coming 
intowork. “Our guys were oncall and 
very conscientious about coming in.” 

When the trucks aren’t in use Cliff 
Henmderlong, shop foreman, and his 
crew work to keep the trucks in order. 
The trucks are inspected and equip- 
ment is checked. 

“When the drivers get in the truck in 
the moming they should be ready to 
go,” said Henderlong. Having the 
inspections done gets the plows out on 
the roads that much faster. ‘The name 
of the game is to keep them on the 
road.” 

The drivers aren’t the only ones 
called in to work overtime. The me- 
chanics were called in this past week- 
end too. Three trucks were down, but 
the repairs were made Saturday. Hen- 
derlong said if the repairs had waited 
until Monday, they would have inter- 
fered with the 10 additional repairs 
which came in. 

“It's constant, you’re never done,” 
said Briney. 

Behind the wheel of acounty plow, 
the biggest worry or concern is traffic. 

When you are driving and notice a 
county truck clearing an intersection 
or road, the best thing to do is to avoid 
it. Give the truck a wide berth as you 
pass, 

The view from the suicide seat was 
disconcerting under fair weather con- 
ditions, I’m notin any hurry to sit there 
during bad weather. 
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Give the gift that 
keeps on giving 
all year long.

arsenic compounds. The most popular 
brand names of these woods include 
osmose and wolmanized, butany wood 
preserved with such compounds must 
also be included. Although there ts no 
danger in using the wood for 
construction, when these woods are 
burned ina fire, toxic vapors are likely 
to be given off, If inhaled, these fumes 
could be hazardous to human health. It 
is difficult to determine exposure time 
of concentration of vapors required 
before ill effects may occur. Another 
concer is the possible toxicity of the 
ashes lefi after burning and the effects 
the vapor may have as an imitant to 
human skin,

¢Do not use the wood where it can 
come in contact with food. 

“Wear a face mask when sawing 
this wood. 

‘Avoid skin contact by wearing 
lightly-woven coveralls and gloves. 

¢Wash work garments separately 
from the family laundry, 

*Wash exposed skin surfaces after 
handling the wood.

Kim Hagerman is donating a kidney to her father. It's a ‘gift of love,’ says Kim

Some people would call Kimberly 
Hagerman a hero, but Kim doesn't 
think that description is accurate atall. 

Kim is scheduled for an operation to 
have one of her kidneys removed and 
transplanted into her father, Jack 
Hagerman, at the University of Michi- 
gan Hospital in Ann Arbor on Wednes- 
day, Jan. 3. 

“People don’t seem to understand 
that being a live donor has nothing to 
do with being brave, honorable or 
courageous,” said Kim. “Being alive 
donor is nomially just giving a piece 
of yourself to a loved one, a gift of 
love. The twopeople that! would call 
suong, brave and courageous are my 
parents. My mom is a powerhouse. 
She went through everything with my 
father.” 

The Hagerman family are very 
strong advocatcs for organ donation, 
The planned kidney uansplant will be 
the second organ Jack has received 
through an organ donation. 

Jack has spoken to several groups 
about transplants and organ donavions. 
He has worked with Kiwanis of Kal- 
kaska lo setup tables with pamphlets 
informing the public about organ 
donation and signing people up lo 
became donors. He hopes to work 
with service clubs in Kalkaska and 
Crawford counties to increase the 
number of people registered to donate 
organs, 

Over 600,000 Americans are wail- 
ing for an organ of ussuc transplant, 
mcording to the Gift of Life Agency. 
Tissues and organs can be recovered 
from anyone 75 years or younger. Jack 
and his family believe his donor was a 
20 to 30 year old mate. 

“The family that donated the liver, 
if it wasn't through their kindness, | 
wouldn’t be here,” said Jack. 

Sharron, Jack's wife, said, “We 
necd more organ donations because so 
many are waiting.” 

According to the National Kidney 
Foundation of Michigan, thousands of 
Michigan residents are affected by 
kidney disease. More than 6,500 are 
currently on dialysis treatment for 
kidney failure and nore than | 300 are 
waiting fora life-saving kidney lrans- 
plant. 

Jack was born witha very mild case 


of hemophilia, which is a blood de- 
fect. His blood doesn’t clot very cas- 
ily, which could cause him to hemor- 
rhage even after a minor injury. At 
umes, a blood transfusion was neces- 
sary. Jack developed cirrhosis of the 
liver as aresultof conuracting hepatius 
C from a blood transfusion. 

Jack was diagnosed with severe liver 
discase in April, 1992. Doctors in- 
formed Jack that there wasn’t a cure 
and gave him only a month to live. His 
only hope was a liver transplant. In 
June 1992, Jack began the testing 
needed in order to be a organ trans- 
plantreciptent. In Scptember 1992, he 
was placed on the national waiting list 
fora hver, 

When the transplant occurred in 
November, only five percent of his 
liver was working. 

Sharron, Jack's wife, stayed with 
Jack throughout the ordeal, which 
turned into a hospital stay that lasted 
seven and a half months. During thal 
time Sharron never came home. It 
wasn't necessary, she said. Her fam- 
ily pitched in to help take care of the 
house and other things needed, free- 
ing Sharron toconacentrate on Jack and 
help him recover, 

“After that, (the liver transplant) 
everything that could go wrong, did 
go wrong,” said Sharron. Jack's kid- 
neys farked within two weeks after the 
liver transplant, On Dec. 4, the 
Hayerman's almost lost Jack when he 
suffered respiratory failure. Aninfec- 
von also contributed to his lengthy 
hospital stay. The extended stay also 
caused his muscles to atrophy. 

Before he could be released from 
the hospital, he had to be able to crawl 
to a window on his hands and knees, 
stand up and pivot, and be abic to get 
in and out of his truck. 

When he was released from the 
hospital, doctors told him it would be 
six years before he was back to nonnal 
am! three years before he would be 
song enough to go through a kidney 
transplant. 

Jack had to releam how to crawl, 
then walk. He underwent physical 
therapy at Mercy Hospital and fater at 
Rainbow Fitness with Rick Pricbe, 
who Sharron says is the one that got 
Jack walking again. He began walk- 
ing in November 1994, He sull works 
out at Hard Bodyz. Now he gets 


around fairly well. He uses a ski pole 
for balance when the ground gets icy. 

Since November 1992, Jack has had 
to undergo dialysis three timesa week, 
That means a trip to Traverse City 
three times a week, regardless of the 
weather conditions. Dialysis isn’t 
something he can put off. It has to be 
donc. 

“It'samazing,” said Sharron. “How 
much of your life is ued up to going to 
dialysis. There is no freedom from it.” 

Taking a vacation takes months of 
planning to make arrangements to 
continue dialysis at the vacation loca- 
tion. 

Jack says you can lead a fairly nor- 
mal life on dialysis. He has to watch 
the amount of fluid he can ingest in- 
Cluding soups, jello and other nonbev- 
cragce types of fluid. 

Family and fricnds is what have 
helped the Hagermans through the 
months of hospitalizations and dialy- 
sis. “That's what makes it work,” said 
Sharron, “the tremendous family sup- 
port.” 

They look forward to the time Jack 
won't have to go in for dialysis. 

“It's just been a very long, long 
ume,” said Sharron. “We're going to 
be thankful to get this new kidney. It's 
great that Kim wants to do this.” 

Kim describes her decision to do- 
natc onc of her kidneys as a family de- 
cision. Everyone in the family had to 
agree and be positive about the sur- 
gery. At first, Jack was concemed 
about letting his daughter donate a 
kidney. He would have preferred to 
receive a kidney from a cadaver, says 
Kim. The waiting list, however, is 
three to five years, if ever, 

Even before the results of the blood 
test were finished, Kim was posiuve 
that she was going to give her dad one 
of her kidneys. “I kept telling him I 
was the one who was going to give 
him the kidney,” said Kim. 

“I'd do anything for them out of 
love,” she said. “That is the only 
reason I’m doing this ts because of 
love. 

“E want my father to be there for my 
children as a grandfather,” she said. 
Jack and Sharron have nine grandchil- 
dren tocnjoy, ‘I lost my grand parents 
ala young age. It’s something they’ ve 
instilled in us as children,” explains 
Kim, “that family is very important.

She believes that organ donation is 
the reason God gave humans two 
kidneys. 

“My other kidney is going to grow 
to compensate for the loss of one of 
my kidneys,” explained Kim. 

Kim underwent several tests in de- 
termining that she was a match for her 
father. The first test was a blood test. 
The second step meant undergoing a 
scries of tests including psychological! 
testing, a complete physical, urinaly- 
sisand X-rays. Kim had to talk to four 
doctors, two nurses and a soctal worker, 

After passing the second step, Kim 
underwent an IVP test. This is where 
a dye is sent through her kidneys to 
check how they function. Kim says a 
doctor told her she has beautiful kid- 
neys. 


She has one more test to take the day 
before the surgery. It will determine 
which of her kidneys will be removed. 

On the day of the surgery, Jack and 
Kim will be in the same operation 
room. One team of surgeons will re- 
move her kidney and then give it loa 
second team who will implant it to 


Jack. 

Kim’s surgery will last about three 
hours. A 12 inchincision will be made 
in her side. Her 12th rib will be re- 
moved, the same rib God removed 
from Adam to make Eve, according to 
the Bible. Doctors believe they will 
remove her left kidney. 

Jack’s surgery will take about five 
hours. Doctors won’t remove his old 
kidneys, which have shrunk. Instead 
they will insert Kim’s kidney in front 
of Jack’s stomach. 

Kim will be in recovery for a week 
and will be limited in what she can lift 
for another five weeks. Jack will be in 
the hospital for two weeks to recover 
from the surgery. He will then have to 
remain in the area for a while after 
being discharged in case any compli- 
cations arise. 

Since the liver transplant, Jack has 
been taking antirejection medication. 
He will remain on antirejection medi- 
cation for the rest of his life, The 
dosage will most likely increase after 
the kidney transplant. The antirejec- 
tion medication suppresses his im- 
mune system, making him more sus-

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ceptible to colds and other viruses. 
“Now we're just hoping to stay all 
healthy through the holidays,” said

call 1-800-482-4881. Deciding to 
donate upon your death is one of the 
most important decisions you can 
make. You need to discuss your be- 
liefs with your family. If you wish to 
be a donor, contact your local Secre- 
tary of State office for a label for your 
drivers license. The label provides 
personal medical information for your 
protection and expresses your wishes 
about donation. 

It is important that you discuss your 
decision with your family. The label 
is not legally binding. In the end, itis 
up to your family to carry out your 
wishes,

Radar detectors becoming obsolete

Looking for the perfect holiday gift 
this year? Some say a radar detector 
may help a friend who constandy 
exceeds the speed limit. 

But Col. Michael Robinson, director 
of the Michigan State Police, says 
don’t waste your moncy. 

The state police and many local 
police departments now have advanced 
technology in their patrol cars that 
make sadar detectors practically 
obsolete. 

“The latest technology in speed 
detection is lasers, and they work 
great,” Robinson said. 


The lasers cannot be picked up by 
radar detectors, no matter how 
expensive, he said. 

The laser guns shoot out a light 
beam that can largeta specific area of 
a vehicle, said Dave Verhougstracte, 
public relabons director for the state 
police, 

Verhougstructe said the lasers work 
well to catch those who speed 
regardless of radar detec tors, bul many 
including the Michigan State Police 
hope that detectors become legal in 
the future. 

Regardless of the technology, people 
suill buy detectors, said Dan Pruitt, an 
expert on radar detectors.

Radar detectors prices range from 
$49 to $300, and the average price 1s 
about $150, Pruitt said. He also said 
that mayornty of those who duy 
detectors belong to the “younger 
generauon.” 

LeRoy Fladseth, president of Drivers 
Training Services in Lansing, said a 
majority of those enrolled in his 
responsible class are between the ages 
of 18 and 25, 

Although he does not have statistics 
ol why they enroll, Pladseth believes 
Most are there because of specding 
violauons. 

Fladseth, a former police officer, 
said radar detectors are becoming less 
useful on Michigan roads. 

Pruitt agrees that radar detectors are 
uscless, but only ifa police department 
has the laser equipment.

The Rochester Police Department 
was one of the first departments to 
have the laser gun in Oakland County.

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1995 firearm deer season sets POOL 


new record for antlered buck kill 


The harvest of antlered bucks during 
the 1995 firearm deer hunting season 
surpassed the 200,000 milestone for 
the firsttime in the history of Michigan 
deer hunting. Overall, an estimated 
318,000 white-tailed deer were 
harvested by about 700,000 hunters 
during Michigan's Nov. 15-30 firearm 
hunting season this year. Since many 
hunters took more than one deer, it 
was cstimated that about one in every 
three hunters was successful in taking 
at least one deer during the firearm 
season, The 1995 total firearm harvest 
was the second best in the state’s 
history, exceeded only by 1989, when 
hunters took 333,940 deer (193,850 
anticred and 139,740 antlerless), 

The 1995 firearm decr harvest 
increased 38 percent over last year: a 
total of 229, 640 deer were taken during 
the 1994 firearm harvest. The record 
antlercd deer harvest of 208,000 this 
year was a 20 percent increase over 
last year’s 173,840. The antierless take 
of 110,000 this year was 97 percent 
more than the $5,800 taken in 1994, 

“This year’s record buck harvest 
occured under nearly opumal hunting 
conditions,” said Wildlife Division 
Chief George E. Burgoyne, Jr.

The breeding behavior 
of bucks was at its peak, making deer 
visible and available to hunters, About 
95 percent of the corn had been 
harvested by the opening day of the 
fircarm hunt, compared to an average 
of 55 percent during the past five years. 
In addition, the new retail license sales 
system afforded us a new opportunily 
tosell antlerless licenses leftover after 
the drawing had been done. This he! ped 
to better direct the harvestofantlerless 
deer lo areas Overpopulated with deer, 
while protecting them in areas where 
we would like lo maintain or increase 
the number of deer.” 


Burgoyne said that the harvest of 
antlerless deer, especially inthe Upper 
Peninsula, sull may not have been 
cnough to prevent winter starvation of 
deer if we get a severe winter. 

This year’s harvest set a new record 
for both anulered deer and total deer 
taken in the Upper Peninsula, 
surpassing the previous high of 52,540 
antlered deer in 1991, and 74,040 total 
deer in 1991. A buck harvest record 
was also set in the southem Lower

Peninsula, surpassing the previous 
high of 62,470 in 1990, However, the 
total harvest of deer during the firearm 
season inthe southern Lower Peninsula 
was the third best, behind the record of 
117,640 taken in1989. The firearm 
buck harvest in 1995 for the northern 
Lower Peninsula was the fifth best 
(below the record of 86,070 in 1988) 
and seventh best for total deer (below 
the record take of 151,720 deer in the 
1989 firearm season). 

Each year, the deer harvest is 
esumated by a survey of southbound 
hunter traffic throughout the 16-day 
firearm deer season. This survey has 
provided an carly, accurate estimate 
for more than three decades. Final 
harvest figures, which will be available 
in July, will be based on a mail survey 
of this ycar’s deer hunters.

Most frequently asked questions about hiring household workers 


Anew law, which became effective 
with last year’s taxes, makes it easier 
to pay Social Security taxes when you 
hire a household worker. Since then, 
we have been getting numerous 
questions from people concerned with 
how the law works. I thought it would 
be a good idea to share some of the 
questions with you. 

First of all, remember that the new 
household-coverage law resulted from 
a number of well-publicized cases of 
people who did not pay their household 
worker Social Security taxes. It is 
designed to make it easier for people 


Question: How often do I have to 
file? 

Instead of filing a report each 
calendar quarter, and paying tax on 
the earmings of workers who are paid 
$50 or more during the quarter, you 
pay annually on earnings of at Icast 
$1,000 for the full year. The tax rate is 
unchanged, with you and your 
employce each paying 7.65 percent of 
the gross earnings. 

Question: I heard something 
about arefund if you paid household 
worker’s taxes last year. How does 
that work? 


where a househoid worker was paid 
less than $1,000, the employer and 
employee will receive refunds for their 
share of the taxes. However, the 
employee won't lose his or her Social 
Security credits. To obtain a refund, or 
if you have questions about paying 
taxcs on houschold employment, call 
the Internal Revenue Service at 1- 
800-829-1040. 

Question: How do I file? 

Beginning with 1995 taxes, you will 
be required to report Social Securiiy 
and federal unemployment tax 
obligations on your own federal tax 


taxes in a lump sum when you file 
your tax retum, without incurring a 
late penalty. Beginning in 1998, you 
will nced to satisfy the tax obligation 
by increasing your quarterly tax 
payments or increasing the tax 
withholding on your own wages,
